desired; ‘and then what is called a 
free conference may be demarided, at 
which more discretion and latitude 
are allowed in arguing the points at 
It may be noted, however, 
that no free conference has been held 
since L740. In- 1831 resolutions 
were passed by both Houses agreeing 
that reasons for disagreements from 
amendments may be communicated’ 


| by messages without a conference, 


and this has been the usual practice 
from that time up to the present.

It is, however, a very: different

Aristocratic exclusiveness is & game 
nearly played out in England, at all 


events so far as the government.of | 
the country is concerned ; and this | 


recent . display of arbitrary short- 
sightedness is merely another nail 
in the coffin. The question of 
abolishing the House of Lords 
from the constitution of Great 
Britain has been advocated more or 
less forcibly in many, newspapers 
holding advanced opinions for years 
past, and had their opposition to the 
Irish Church Bill been maintained, 
there can be little doubt that they 
would then have fallen. At the last 
moment, when Mr. Gladstone placed 
jthe grim alternative before them, 
‘their Lordships consented to pass 
the measure, and they will be wise 
to show asimilar complacency to fall 
in with the views of the Government 


.on the Land Bill before. it is too late.’ 


It is no reckless statement to assert 
“thatait the “House of “Lords-remain 


obdurate in the present instarice, they” 


are simply sealing their own doom ; 
but we still think they will exercise 
discretion in submittmg to fate in 
time to avert impending disaster.

The address was 
presented, and agit asked protection for 
the Church, and Mr. Hennessy is a decided 
Roman Catholic, the situation was a little 
awkward, but the Governor turned it very 
neatly. He told the -doputation that he 
had onco, when in Parliament, travelled 
from the cast of Europe night and day to 
vote against a proposal which attacked the 
Chureh of England. Arriving an hour or 
two before the division, he made the vote, 
which would have been 274 to 273, an 
equal one, and the Speaker, as usual,.gave 
his vote for further consideration. Mr. 
Hennessy had, in fact, “saved the Church” 
for that night, and was told by Mr. 
Disraeli that his voto was a “ significant 
incident in his career.” The obvious 
deduction for the Bishop of Barhadoes was 
that the Governor would protect the 
Church in the colony, and ho made it still 
more plain by declaring that he regarded 
the Anglican Church as “a breakwater 
againat the tide of intidelity now unhappily 
rising in Hurope,” an opinion in which Dr. 
Mitchison.no doubt heartily coincided.” 

The consistent and impartial sup- 
port which Sir John Pope Hennessy 
has given the Church of England 
throughout his public career, reflects 
greatly to his credit, justly enhances 
his reputation as a Governor far 
above paltry party differences, and 
clearly exemplifies the broad. lines 
on which his principles of states- 
manship are based.
